Portrayed by local historian 
Wes Turner, Clench was the 
guest speaker at the town's 
annual Celebration of 
Heritage, held Monday at the 
Niagara Historical Museum— 
although he admitted to not 
fully understanding the time 
travel that allowed him to be 


With war imminent, the US 
militia was much stronger 
than the 1,400 regulars serv¬ 
ing under Brock, who knew he 
needed the support of First 
Nations warriors, Clench

"In the event of war the 
Americans seemed to have 
all the advantage—they 
gready outnumber us and 
are able to choose the time 
and place of attack. They 
did not realize, nor did 


most Upper Canadians, 
our great advantages," said 
Clench—Brock's leader¬ 
ship, naval control of the 
lakes and the support of 
native warriors among 

"The result at the end of 
1812—to everyone’s 

amazement—was defeat of 


all American invasion 
attempts." 

The next two years would 
bring mixed results, he 
said: there would be victo¬ 
ries and defeats on both 
sides, gains and losses of 
territory but when it ended, 
there was no firm, perma¬ 
nent occupation by 


Americans of any Canadian 
territory, and Upper 
Canadians were alienated 
by the invaders' destruc¬ 
tion of private property, 
their plundering and mis¬ 
treatment of civilians. 

What began or confirmed 
a separate Canadian iden¬ 
tity was the War of 1812, he 


said, with a popular and 
well-respected British gen¬ 
eral who fought and died 
in defence of Canada, his 
death leaving a deep and 
lasting impression on 
Canadians and creating a 
Canadian hero. 

"We who were there 
think it was a very impor¬ 


tant battle, for if the 
Americans had won at 
Queenston Heights, they 
might have gone on in 1812 
to conquer and occupy 
Upper Canada. That, prob¬ 
ably would have resulted in 
its annexation to the United 
States."

It's official - we can celebrate Brock Day 


MPP Kim Craitor entered Lieutenant- 
Governor David Onley's suite for the first 
time Tuesday to see one of his private 
member's bills given royal assent—Bill 
35, The Major-General Sir Isaac Brock 
Day Act, which passed its third reading 
with unanimous consent at Queen's Park 
last month, proclaims October 13 a day 
to recognize one of Niagara's heros. 

With him were NDP MPP Cindy 
Forster from Welland, and Leeds- 
Grenville MPP Steve Clark, who co-spon- 
sored the bill. 

Craitor was still holding his breath 
about the budget, but at least there was 
that gratifying non-partisan effort to cel- 

The royal assent came fittingly the day 
after local historian Wesley Turner told a 
group of people gathered at the Niagara 
Historical Museum—there to celebrate 
heritage and learn more about the War of 
1812 and its celebrations—that what 
began or confirmed a separate Canadian 
identity was the War of 1812, with a 
popular and well-respected British gen¬ 


eral who fought and died that day in 
October 200 years ago in defence of 
Canada, his death leaving a deep and 
lasting impression on Canadians and 
creating a Canadian hero. 

"We who were there think it was a very 
important battle, for if the Americans 
had won at Queenston Heights, they 
might have gone on in 1812 to conquer 
and occupy Upper Canada. That, proba¬ 
bly would have resulted in its annexation 
to the United States," said Turner, taking 
on the persona of army officer Ralfe 
Clench commenting on the war. 

With the first Brock Day coming up as 
we commemorate the War of 1812 cen¬ 
tennial, Craitor says there are already 
events planned in Niagara-on-the-Lake 
to make Oct. 13 a day to remember, but 
his goal now is to work with his govern¬ 
ment to get some help for the folks who 
are organizing those events, which as he 
says, always come with a cost. 

Congratulations, Kim, and yes, surely 
those planning Oct. 13 events can use all 
the help they can get to do Brock proud.

Hockey votes 
should be 
null and void 

I have concerns regarding 
the voting process used last 
week for electing the new 
executive of the Niagara-on- 
the-Lake Minor Hockey 
Association. 

I have been involved with 
NOTL Hockey for 11 years. 

At the beginning of the 
annual general meeting last 
week, everyone was encour¬ 
aged to sign in and register 
their attendance. This was 
not enforced. I understand 
the 12 members of the execu¬ 
tive did not sign in, nor were 
latecomers advised they were 
also required to register, so 
there is no record of how 
many eligible voters were 

When it came time to 


vote, blank pieces of paper 
wee distributed to groups to 
pass around. There were 
about 75 people present, an 
unusually high number to 
attend elections, and there 
was no control to ensure that 
everyone only received one 
piece of paper. Once they 
had written a name on the 
paper, the ballot collectors 
went around collecting the 
votes. These votes were taken 
into a back room and two 
members of the board count¬ 
ed the votes. This was repeat¬ 
ed for each available execu¬ 
tive position. I feel there were 
some unexplained irregulari¬ 
ties with the totals of votes 
counted. 

There remain some ques¬ 
tions about the votes, and I 
would appreciate a satisfac¬ 
tory response to these ques¬ 
tions. Otherwise because 
there were unregistered vot¬ 
ers, all the votes taken that 


night should be considered 
null and void, and new votes 
held at a meeting where 
proper registration proce¬ 
dure is followed. 

I suggest that voting pro¬ 
cedures be added to the con¬ 
stitution. Further, ballots 
should be prepared in 
advance with the position 
noted and numbered, and 
there needs to be more con¬ 
trol in the distribution and 
collection of the ballots,. 
Each candidate should also 
have a scrutineer in the 
counting room to observe 
the count. 

To date, I have been told 
the votes taken that night will 
stand, despite the irregulari¬ 
ties. I think it’s more impor¬ 
tant, whatever the outcome, 
to make sure the votes are 
held fairly and according to 
the proper process.

Hardy Stevenson and 
Associates has been hired to 
carry out the NOTL 
Community Vision process 
which will seek to establish a 
guiding vision for the Town 
forthenext 15-20 years.

Let's hope that we 
don’t spend more money that 
we apparently don’t have for 
preservation to duplicate 
things that we paid for before 
that the next council ignore.

of a friend of mine. I didn't 
expect to know anybody 
other than my friend and the 
mother-to-be, but a baby 
shower is always a happy 
occasion, and I was delighted 
to be included. 

I found myself sitting with 
two other women from St 
Catharines, one I had met 
before and another I hadn't 
Once the required shower 
game was played and prizes 
handed out — we apparendy 
were not up on our nursery 
rhymes, as we came nowhere 
near winning—I discovered 
my table-mate, Jeannie 
Mazzuocco, had grown up in 
NOTL. After further discus¬ 



sion, I learned she is the mom 
of a young man I had met 
about three years ago when I 
interviewed him to help pro¬ 
mote a Kinsmen fundraiser, 
Michael, then a teenager, was 
bom with cystic fibrosis, and 
was the recipient of a double 
lung transplant. Although 
that interview seems a long 
time ago, I clearly remem¬ 
bered thinking what a mira¬ 
cle it was that we were having 
that conversation—Michael 
had just a short time before 


been unable to go to school 
or walk up a short flight of 
stairs. But here he was, train¬ 
ing for a 20-kilometre bike 
race in Australia which he 
had qualified for by winning 
a gold medal at the Canadian 
Transplant Games just seven 
months after his transplant 
He wanted his parents and 
brother to accompany him— 
they were there for the rough 
parts, and should be there for 
the good bits too, he said. 

They were there with him, 
at what Michael described as 
the biggest donor awareness 
event in the world. 

Organ donations change 
lives, he told me, but not 
enough people agree to be 

they don't think about it, or 
maybe they're afraid. He felt 
if more people understood it, 
they wouldn't be afraid. 

Monday, I read MPP Kim 
Craitor's challenge. April is 
National Organ and Tissue 
Donation Awareness month, 


and in Niagara, only 21 per 
cent of our population has 
registered. We can do better, 
says Craitor. 

Well, there is one more 
now—although I carry a 
signed organ donation card 
in my wallet, I understand 
that isn't adequate. So when I 
read Craitor's challenge to do 
better, I registered - it took 
less than a minute. 

To help increase regis¬ 
tered donors in Niagara Falls, 
Niagara-on-the-Lake and 
Fort Erie, MPP Kim Craitor 
has joined the Gift of 8 
Movement at www.beadon- 

He is challenging resi¬ 
dents and local organizations 
to create their own online 
registration drives by sharing 
their stories and inspiring 
neighbours, friends and 
employees to register their 
consent for organ and tissue 


will honour this donation 
decision. In the absence of 
registered consent, only 50 
per cent of families consent 
to organ donation. 

A donor card shares your 
decision to donate only to the 
extent that you share this 
decision with your family and 
friends. 

However, when you regis¬ 
ter your consent to donate, 
this information is stored in a 
Ministry of Health and Long- 
Term Care database. 

The Ministry will disclose 
information about your deci¬ 
sion to Trillium Gift of life 
Network, Ontario's organ and 
tissue donation agency, for 
the purpose of ensuring that 
your decision is known and 
respected. By registering your 
consent, you ensure that your 
decision is recorded and is 
made available to the right 
people at the right time, and 
is shared with your loved 

Anyone 16 years of age or 


with a valid health card 
number and version code 
can register, online or at a 
ServiceOntario centre. 

•In April, there were 1,499 
Ontarians on the organ 
donation wait list, 29 of these 
patients were under the age 
of 18. 

•Last year, 222 deceased 
organ donors contributed to 
985 lives being saved through 
organ transplantation and 
over 1,700 tissue donors 
enhanced lives of thousands 
of patients. 

•Among Ontario commu¬ 
nities with an eligible popu¬ 
lation of more than 20,000, 
there are only five with a reg¬ 
istration rate over 40 per cent 
(Thunder Bay, Sudbury, 
North Bay, Timmins and 
Owen Sound).

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New bell celebration of 1812 bicentennial

The bells of St. Mark’s 
are now ringing with a dif¬ 
ferent sound. 

Last Thursday morning, 
a crew of four, a large crane, 
and bell-maker Richard 
Watson, of Meeks, Watson 
and Company from Ohio, 
secured the 19th bell in the 
historic Byron Street 


church's bell tower. 

A hole was cut in the 
tower and three bells were 
removed to make room for 
the installation of the new 
bell—a large tenor weigh¬ 
ing 1,300 pounds was lifted 
out along with two smaller 
bells weighing 200 to 300 
pounds each. 

Once the new bell was 
installed, the three other ] 
were returned to the tower 
and Watson had a chance to 


do a little "reorganizing." 

The addition of the bell 
is the first in a number of 
1812 bicentennial events 
planned by the church. It 
carries an inscription in 
memory of Sir Isaac Brock 
who died 200 years ago at 
the Battle of Queenston 
Heights. 

The church had its first 
six bells installed in 1877, 
with three more added in 
1977.

In 2007, Watson says he 
tuned those bells and con¬ 
structed nine more that 
were added that year. 

The bells in St. Mark's 
are special because they 
are melodic, he said. 

Unlike ordinary bells, 
those at St. Mark’s can play 
complex tunes and there 
are only seven places that 
make them—two bell 
foundries in England, two 
in Holland, one in France, 
oneinNorwayandWatson’s 
foundry in Ohio.

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Be thankful for replacement surgery, but don't rush to operating room 


Complications 
k can result from

When does a doctor fully 
realize the nature of a dis¬ 
ease? 

Sir William Osier, distin¬ 
guished Professor of 
Medicine at McGill, lohns 
Hopkins and Oxford 
University, remarked that a 
doctor only fully understood 
a disease when he suffered 
from it himself. Having just 
recovered from a hip replace¬ 
ment operation, I couldn’t 
agree more with Osier. So 
what did I learn and what did 
I fear? 

W. C. Fields, the comedi¬ 
an, when asked what he 
wanted inscribed on his 
tombstone, replied, “I’d rath¬ 
er be in Philadelphia." I felt 
the same way as I was 
wheeled into die operating 
room. But at least I had the 
satisfaction of knowing I had 
first used every medical ther-

apy I knew to prevent this 
from happening. 

Nine months earlier, while 
on a trip to Israel with other 
journalists, I fell, injuring my 
knee and hip. 

I tried to convince myself I 
was suffering from post-trau¬ 
matic arthritis and that tinc¬ 
ture of time, along with laser 
therapy and other medica¬ 
tion, would cure me. It didn't, 
and pain finally forced me to 
the operating table. 

So, as a surgeon, what 
worried me about the proce¬ 
dure? The truth is, not very 
much. In fact, the easiest 
aspect of the surgery was the

surgery itself. 

Since I had a spinal anes¬ 
thetic and the anesthetist 
agreed to my request of no 
sedation, I was awake during 
the procedure. 

What might be upsetting 
for some patients was the 
buzzing of the saw that 
removed the upper part of 
my femur along with the 
arthritic ball-shaped acetab¬ 
ulum. This part would be 
replaced by the hip prosthe¬ 
sis. But I knew that in all 
probability, nothing would 
go awry. 

My adrenaline went on 
high alert, however, when I 
heard the surgeon's hammer 
pounding the hip prosthesis 
into the remaining bone. 

I was aware that, although 
hammering is needed to 
drive the hip prosthesis into 
the femur, too much pressure 
can fracture the bone, not a 


good complication. The 
adrenaline stimulus dropped 
when the hammering 
stopped. So most of my time 
on the table was spent watch¬ 
ing the hands of the operat¬ 
ing room clock. 

The operation and post 
recovery period have con¬ 
firmed what I’ve always 
reported about hip replace¬ 
ment. As a medical student I 
witnessed the first hip 
replacement performed at 
the Massachusetts General 
hospital. It was major surgery 
then and it still is. 

Today, due to the thou¬ 
sands done every year in 
North America, mostpatients 
believe that exchanging bone 
anatomy for a spare part is 
not a big deal. But don't rush 
to the operating room. Thank 
the Almighty that surgery is 
there when you need it. Just 
make sure you require it You 



never know when you might 
get more than you bargained 

For instance, several years 
ago, an orthopedic surgeon 
at McMaster University 
reported disturbing news to 
the Canadian Orthopedic 
Association. A worrying 
number of hip and knee 
replacement patients suf¬ 
fered heart attacks following 
the operation, the majority 
within three to five days of 
the surgery. Moreover, 29 
percent of patients had no 
history of heart disease. 

This is not surprising since 
many patients undergoing 
hip replacement are not kids, 
often obese and suffering 
from diabetes. Besides, it’s 
impossible to remove a large 
part of the upper leg bone 
without subjecting the body 
to major physiological 


Development of surgical 
wound infection is another 
major concern today. 

Hospitals have become 
hot beds for antibiotic resis¬ 
tant infections. Every year 
about 200,000 Canadians 
develop life-threatening 
infections in hospital and 
12,000 die. The most vicious 
infection is Clostridium dif¬ 
ficile which can cause up to 
40 bowel movements daily. 

Luckily, I escaped these 


I haven’t yet escaped the 
tedious daily exercises to 
strengthen muscles sur¬ 
rounding the hip replace¬ 
ment. It’s a daily reminder 
that it would have been more 
fun to be in Philadelphia. 

My thanks to the tons of 
e-mails from readers wishing 
me well.
